The Department has acquired by fee title or easement access to public waters. Some of the properties
have been developed to provide for boat launching, parking, and camping. Restrooms have been
installed at some areas. These public access areas need to be developed or improved and maintained.
Some improvements are in need of replacement or repair. Many of the facilities are not accessible to
the disabled and have to be upgraded.

Objective:

To provide for operation, maintenance, development, renovation, improved access, or safer access to
public waters for boating recreation.

Expected Results and Benefits:

Increased effort on maintenance, repair, and renovation will result in cleaner, safer public access areas.
Improved and additional facilities will allow more people and boats access to public waters for boating,
fishing, or other recreational activities. Improved facilities will allow greater use by disabled individuals.

Approach:

Operate and maintain 25 public access areas in Region 1.

Location:

Construct or renovate boat launching
ramps. Construct parking areas. Install new restrooms or vault toilets. Construct new
camping spaces with tables and fire pits. Modify existing facilities to make them accessible
to the disabled.

Need:

Over the past several years, the Department has acquired public access to public waters. Boating
facilities have been installed and developed. Newly-acquired sites were also developed to facilitate the
boating public. Routine maintenance of older sites was conducted.

Objective:

Easy and safe access to public waters for boating and fishing purposes was the leading objective
followed by development, maintenance, and renovation of existing sites.

Results and Benefits:

As a result of increased efforts on repair and maintenance, the access sites are cleaner and safer for
public use. The users have benefited from the additional facilities that were installed.

Approach:

Twenty-five public access areas were maintained for boating purposes in Region 3.

Location:

1. Improvements and Renovations

All access area management and developments are being done by a Utility Craftsman and three
temporary employees. This additional staff has aided in attaining the project goals.

During the project year, toilets were purchased and stockpiled for installation during the next
project year.

A tree thinning project was proposed for Horsethief Reservoir and a contract was issued.
However, the contractor failed to carry through and the project was canceled.

A major development plan is being formulated for Horsethief Reservoir. Public use has
increased substantially the last few years and there is a definite need for improved facilities and
for better control over the users.
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A long term agreement with the Bureau of Land Management was signed in which they agreed
to manage and develop Steck Park.

These areas were
originally developed in the 1960s and have more recently been brought up to standards to
accommodate the handicapped. These sites regularly need maintenance and protection from heavy
public use and trespass livestock grazing. Noxious weeds are a constant problem in most areas. The
roads to these sites do not meet the needs of today's vehicles and are in need of upgrading.

Objectives:
